The idea of the Conference was conceived 
in his brain, and he is very anxious to 
crown his remar):able career by guiding its 
counsels to success. 
upon the House of Commons. The prestige 
of the Premier is high in foreign countries, 
and he would not dream of accepting 
the Italian Government's invitation in 
person until he secures something in the 
nature of a vote of confidence from Parlia- 
ment. A direct vote of confidence, per- 
haps, would put the loyalty of the 
Coalition’s Conservative wing to a 
dangerous test ; but Mr. Lloyd George has 
no lack of political courage, and he may 
be able to get what he wants in another 
fashion. 

The date of the Genoa Conference has 
been fixed for April 10th, and the pre- 
liminary work of the experts began in 
London yesterday, With the exception of 
America, which has decided to stand aloof, 
all the nations that have been invited to 
attend are looking forward to the Confer- 
ente with eager hopes. Even France 
is beginning to recognise the possi- 
bilities of such a gathering. It will 
be something quite new in the ‘history of 
post-war conferences—of which, by the 
way, it will be the thirteenth. For the 
first time Germany and the other Central 
Powers will be received on equal terms 
by the Allies and neutrals, and for the 
first time since 1917 the representatives 
of Russia will taxe tneir places in the 
concert of the world. Unfortunately, the 
fears of the French Government have im- 
posed limiting conditions. By virtue of 
the Boulogne pact with M. Poincaré, Mr. 
Lloyd George has pledged himself to 
banish all reference to German repara- 
tions from the agenda, and not to accord 
official recognition to the Soviet Govern- 
ment of Russia. In spite of these reserva- 
tions, however, the Conference will have 
enormous power for good. Its primary 
task will be to review the economic situa- 
tion of Europe in the light of the financial 
disabilities which are playing havoc with 
the nations’ industrial and commercial 
lives. Its final task will be to propose a 
remedy. 

The economic straits to which European 
civilisation has been reduced since the 
war are due, in the main, to two causes. 
One of them is the short-sighted policy of 
the Versailles peace-makers, and the 
other is Russia’s isolation, Sentimentally, 
the ruin of Germany and the boycott of 
Russia may be quite justifiable. Economic- 
ally they are disastrous; and it is the 
economic, not the sentimental, point cf 
view that counts. The Genda Conference 
is debarred in advance from discussing 
these things, but nothing can prevent it 
from making them perfectly clear to the 
civilised world. No body of intelligent 
men could discuss the state of Europe 
for ‘half an hour without discovering the 
root of the trouble. No matter how rigidly 
the Conference may observe the French 
conditions, the people of Europe, includ- 
ing the French people, will be bound to 
recognise in the long ran where the mischiei 
lies; and then, if France persists in her

of France, and he is also the strongest 
advocate of a change in Allied policy.

The Treaty Fund. 


All Irish citizens who realise that the 
Peace Treaty is their only safeguard 
against anarchy are bound to help it by 
every means in their -power. Their votes at 
the coming elections will be essential ; but 
something, more than their votes is needed. 
The elections will be held within the next 
three months. The case for the Treaty 
must be expounded in every constituency 
in the twenty-six counties. Active com- 
mittees must be organised in every con- 
stituency. Elections cost money, and every 
eligible candidate will not be in a position 
to fight the people’s battle at his own 
charges. It must be taken for granted 
that no seat will be filled without a 
contest, and already the anti-Treaty 
Party—the -‘‘Wading through Blood ”’ 
Party—has issued an appeal for funds. 
The Provisional Government has no 
financial resources for the purpose of 


' fightieig the. elections. The cost of pro- 


paganda and the burden of election 
expenses ‘must be sustained by the volun- 
tary contributions of those who support 
the Treaty, and large sums will be re 
quired. Since Ireland, perhaps, is not 
yet fully awake to her duty in the matter, 
we welcome Mr. Patrick Leonard’s letter. 
He invites all peace-loving citizens to 
support a “ Peace Fund,” and has asked 
the Presideat of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce to inaugurate it. Nobody has 
a more vital interest in the Treaty’s 
success than the business community. of 
the Irish capital; and we are sure that 
Dublin’s example would be. followed 
throughout the country. Messrs. 
Griffith and Collins have announced the 
opening of a Treaty Fund ; but there need 
be no clashing between this and any other 
appeal for the same purpose.

Inflated Currency. 


A question which is of vital import- 
ance to the economic life of any 
nation is discussed in this month's 
circular of the Bank of Liverpool and 
It concerns the advisability of 
inflating a country’s currency, with special 
reference to the effects of such a 
measure in Germany to-day. The fallacy 
of the opinion that the gold standards of 
England and America constitute a grave 
hindrance to the industrial and commercial 
progress of those countries is revealed. 
It might appear on first sight that a 
country whose money circulation far ex- 
ceeded its backing of gold would benefit 
in the matter of exported goods by reason 
of the appreciation of foreign money ex- 
changes. For instance, German labour 
costs very little, indeed, when reckoned 
in English money; and it would seem, 
consequently, that German trade with 
foreign countries would be bound to 
prosper and expand. In fact, it is ax- 
panding; bat the effect of the inflated 
currency upon the professional and intel- 
lectual classes has been disastrous. In- 
flation of currency in the beginning may 

roduce the illusion of success; but the 
oss of purchasing power which a debased 
comage produces tells in the end. The 
examples of Russia and Poland are vivid 
enough.

AUCTION BRIDGE. 


PARTNERS VERSUS:NO TRUMP 
CALL. 
——- 


The tactics of the partners against no trumps 
are quite different from those adopted against 
a suit call. When there are trumps it is geue- 
rally through a short suit the declarer is un- 
done (by ruffing), while with no trumps it is the 
long suit that may secure his defeat. 

The paramount duty of the partners in no 
trumps is to establish their longest and strongest 
suit. The player on the right of the uo trump 
declarer should, therefore, try to call a suit so 
as to direct the initial lead, which should be 
the highest card held belonging to that euit. 

The player making the initia! lead will some- 
times have to decide whether a suit of his own 
or that of his partner is the more easily estab- 
lished. Now the declarer will never venture no 
trumps with weakness in two suite, for which 
reason a strong suit beld br the leader is sure 
to be better than his partner's; and the strong 
suit should be opened accordingly. i 

When the leas has no knowledge of his 
rartner's hand, he must make one of the recog: 
nised high card leads, or, failing which, the 
fourth highest of his longest suit. In the latter 
case, his partner tan use the weil-known 
“eleven rule,” whic often opens the way to 
success. ,

The third player must always be on the alert, 
lest he deceive his partner. He should not de- 
sist from beating his partner's lead for this 
reason. For instance, suppose a knave is led to 
hiro, there are no high cards in Dummy, and he 
holds the queen with small cards. He should 
cover the knave with the queen, thus showing 
his partner that the decl*rer does not possess it, 
which piece of information is bound to be of 
value to the leader. 

Again; be mnst take care that he does not 
“ block” his partner’s suit at the moment when 
it is established, or the loss of several tricks 
may result from such a mistake. It is avoided 
by retaining the lowest card held in the suit 
until the last.

A very decided advantage is often gained by 
quickly taking the leads out of Dummy. Ff 
there is in Dummy a long, weak suit, which the 
declarer is trying to establish, and only one or 
two high cards outside, the partners should 
draw ihose high cards before the long suit 
can be made, when the declarer may have to 
abandon that suit. Indeed, under most cir- 
cumstances it is useful to take the leads out of 
Dummy.

Belfast was comparatively quiet yesterday. 
Only two shooting outrages were reported up to 
six o'clock, and both of them occurred in the 
early morning. 

Shortly before seven o'clock some carters were 
going to Messrs. Wordie’s stables in Divis street. 
when a man appeared at the corner of Pound 
street with a revolver in his hand. The carters 
ran towards College square, and the gunman 
fired at them. One of them, Samuel Robinson, 
of Begg street, was wounded in the shoulder. 

At about 8 o'clock a Corporation employé 
named James Hills was cleaning ashpite in 
Beersbridge road, when a man rushed out of a 
side street and fired at him. Hills was wounded 
in the head, and died a few hours later in 
hospital. 

Last night a deputation representing carters 
and vanmen employed in Belfast waited upon 
Sir Dawson Bates, the. Minister for Home 
Affairs, to ask that better protection should be 
afforded to them when carrying out their duties. 

Sir Dawson Bates expressed his sympathy with 
the deputation, and said that everything possible 
was being done to enable workers to carry out 
their duties without molestation. 

When the deputation returned to the mass 
meeting of the men, a resolution was passed 
announcing that the carters would cease work 
as from to-day, until they could carry out their 
duties without fear of molestation and injury. 

Last night at the corner of Cross street and 
Earl street a man was attacked by an armed 
man, who shot him in the abdomen. A military 
patrol, which was attracted to the spot, pur- 
sued a man, but he escaped in the darkness. 
The injured man was taken to hospital. When 
the ambulance had picked him up it was fired 
upon, and the military replied, but no one 
was hit.

EVIDENCE AT MILITARY 
INQUIRY. 


The shooting of a Special Police Constable 
on March 12 by the military was the subject of 
an inquiry by a military court in Belfast yes- 
terday. Special Constable Charles Vokes, of 89 
Upper Meadow street, Belfast, was “ held up 
by the military in Royal avenue and sea 
for arms. He was wearing civilign clothes at 
the time. 

A military officer stated that he interrogated 
Vokes as to whether he had a revolver, and he 
replied that he had not. He was told to put 
up his hands, but instead of complying he at- 
tempted to put a hand in his right coat pocket. 
The order to put up his hands was repeated, 
and he was searched, and on him was found 
a fully loaded .32 revolver (produced), and also 
six spare rounds of ammunition, Steps were 
then taken to bring Vokes to Musgrave street 
Police Barracks. On the way to the barracks 
they were followed by a big crowd, which 
greatly impeded the movements of the military. 
In Victoria street two soldiers were detailed 
to keep the crowd back, and while giving them 
instructions he observed that Vokes hastily 
turned round and attempted to escape in the 
crowd. He had warned Vokes of the conse- 
quences if he attempted to escape. 

The witness continued :—‘* Deceased was about 
three yards from me, and I fired. I had pre- 
viously warned him that_if he attempted to 
move he would be fired on.”"’ The witness added 
that he had no idea that Vokes was a Special 
Constable, as he was in civilian clothes. 

Evidence called on behalf of the next-of-kin 
denied that Vokes made any attempt to run 
away. One witness said that the officer was 
standing beside the deceased man with a re- 
volver pressed against his back when the shot 
was fired, and the deceased fell to the pave- 
ment at the officer’s feet. 

A medical witness said that there was no 
mark of singeing on thé clothing of the de- 
ceased man, and the shot must have been fired 
from a couple of yards.

CANNES PROPOSALS

The Reparations Commission met in 
Paris yesterday to consider the payments 
to be demanded from Germany during the 
current. year, both in specie and in kind, 
and also financial reforms to be demanded 
and the appropriate guarantees. 

The Allied delegations submitted reports 
setting forth their own proposals, and it 
was agreed that the figures decided upon 
at Cannes—namely, £36,000,000 gold, in 
cash, and value for £72,500,000 gold in 
kind, will be adhered to, subject to certain 
conditions. 

The Commission will hold a further 
sitting this afternoon, when it is expected 
that an agreement will be reached on the 
main lines of the: guarantees to be re- 
quired of Germany in exchange for the 
moratorium accorded. 


POLICING THE TOWNS. 


--—- 


BUSINESS MEN TAKE ACTION. 


Alderman P. Monahan, Mayor of Drogheda, 
presided at a meeting there yesterday, which 
was held ‘to devise ways and means of policing 
the town of Drogheda and the rural districts, 
embracing Annagasson, Dromin, and. Slane, 
during the transition period. 

Amongst those present were :—Monsignor 
Segrave, P.P.: Very Rev. J. Nulty, P.P.; Lady 
Conyngham, Mr. George Pentland, Mr. George 
Russell, Under Sheriff for County Louth, and 
several local property-owners and well-known 
business men. 

The Mayor said that the meeting had been 
called at the request of the Brigade Commander 
of the area to secure financial assistance to 
enable:the Irish Republican Army to properly 
police the town and district. Owing to political 
compilations in Ireland. it was not possible for 
the Provisional Government to immediately 
establish a police foree, and, until such time as 
the Provisional Government was established by 
an election or until some other Government was 
put in its place, there would be no police force 
as they had known it in the past. They pro- 
posed fo deal with the situation by employing 
a certain number of paid police officers, who 
would give their time to the maintenance of law 
and order. 

It was estimated that for the town of 
Drogheda they would require six men, and six 
more for the outside districts. It was proposed 
to pay them £3 5s. per week, so that they 
would require about £40 weekly for the upkeep 
of twelve men. That would have to be con- 
tirued for, say, 15 weeks, so that, altogether, 
they wanted £600. 

Colonel Thornhill suggested that the Corpora- 
tion and the local les should levy a certain 
sum for this purpose, but the Mayor said that 
the local authorities had no power to strike a 
rate for police duties, and he was not in favour 
of striking such a rate. 

Mr. Russell supported Colonel Thornhill’s sug- 
gestion, and said that some charitable people 
subscribed to everything. It would be better 
to have a levy. 

The Mayor said that a committee could circu 
larise the people, and tell them what they were 
expected to give, based on various valuations. 

r. McArdle said that the Corporation was 
the governing body of the town. li had a 
status, and an appeal or levy by it would be 
much. more effective than an appeal from a 
committee of that meeting. 

It was decided to act on the Mayor's sug- 
gestion, and a committee was formed. 


THE GALWAY MURDER.

MR. CHURCHILL’S STATEMENT 


Mr. Churchill, replying to Viscount Curzon, 
Sir F. Hall, and Sir W. Devison in the Commons 
yesterday, said that he had as yet no informa- 
tion as to the circumstances of the terrible and 
atrocious murder in St. Bride’s Home, Galway, 
beyond that which had already appeared in 
the public Press. This exhibition of savagery 
had aroused universal horror and indignation in 
the neighbourhood, and, indeed, jthroughout the 

reater part of Ireland, and had been con- 

emned in the strongest terms by the bishop 
of the diocese and the loeal clergy. 

The Provisional Government were making 
every endeavour to trace and apprehend the 
criminals, and in this they were receiving the 
assistance of the inhabitants of the district; but 
it had not yet been possible to make any 
arrest. All information in possession of the 
police and the British authorities had been 
placed at the disposal of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, * 

Sir W. Davison—What steps are the British 
Government taking to prevent a recurrence of 
such outrages and to protect life and property ? 

Mr. Churchill—The steps we are taking are to 
endeavour to consolidate and secure the 
authority of the Provisional Government, to 
afford it legal sanction, and to equip it with 
means of enforcing ite authority in all parts of 
the country.

SEQUEL TO WRANGEL 
EXPEDITION.

WILL BRITAIN TARE 
THE ISLAND? 


NEW YORK, Monday. 

The New York Times states that during their 
visit to Wrangel Island last September, the 
vanguard of Mr. Stefansson’s Arctic expedition 
raised the British flag there. The newspaper 
adds that Mr. Stefansson admits that the van- 
guard’s mission was political, as well as 
scientific: 

Mr. Allan Crawford, a Canadian, and the son 
of a Professor at Toronto University, was the 
leader of. the little party, which consisted of 
three other white men, all Americans, and a 
number of Eskimos. Only Mr. Crawford had 
knowledge of the plan, and the Americans were 
informed of it when they landed on Wreangel 
Island. 

The newspaper says that the expedition was 
organised without the assistance di the British 
Government. 

Mr. Stefansson went to Ottawa last Friday 
to’ inform the Canadian Prime Minister, Mr. 
Mackenzie King, and he intends to sail to 
England shortly to report his action to the 
British Government. 

An Ottawa telegram says that the Marine 

Department expects that the island will be 
handed over to Canada, whose claim has pre- 
viously been disputed by America on the ground 
that’ Canada did not possess the right ol 
sovercignty. 
_ The Times states that, pending receipt of 
instructions, Mr. Stefansson does not know 
whether Great Britain will accept the island.— 
(Reuter.) 

[Wrangel Island lies to the north of the 
eastern extremity of Asia, and is intersected 
by the meridian of 180 degrees Fast. Its 
existence was first reported by Sir Henry 
Kellett, who sighted it in 1849: an American 
explorer named De Long re-diseovered it in 
867, and named it after a famous Russian ex- 
plorer, Baron Ferdinend von Wrangel. It was 
visited by an American expedition in 1881.] 


NEW HEBRIDES TROUBLE. 


SERIOUS SITUATION REPORTED. 


MELBOURNE, Monday. 

A missionary, who has returned from the 
New Hebrides, declares that the dual control of 
the islands by Great Britain and France is com- 
pletely unsatisfactory. He states that the most 
cruel practices go on unchecked, that in- 
toxicants and firearms are supplied to the 
natives by unscrupulous traders, and that the 
bulk of the European residents are in favour 
of the federation of the islands, and the bring- 
ing of al! the British possessions in the Pacific 
under a central administration, controlled by a 
Dominions office.—( Reuter.) 

The New Hebrides consist of some thirty 
islands, 5,110 square miles in extent, resting on 
a coral fotmation in the Pacific Ocean to the 
west of Fiji. Twenty of the islands only are 
inhabited by Melanesian races, numbering about 

000 


The people are of a very low order, little, if 
at all, removed from cannibalism. What little 
civilisation has been accomplished has been the 
work of British missionaries. 

Great Britain ciaimed the islands, which 
France had always wished to annex, a project 
strenuously resisted by Australia. Recently a 
Franco-British scheme of control has been 


adopted.

FORECAST OF REPORT.

It is understood that on the system of pay 
ment for use of telephones—the question which 
led primarily to the Committee's Serpe swat - 
approval is expressed of the method of charging 
by e rate per message, 8s at present, which, in 


r the view of the Committee, ile much fairer in 


practice than the old flat rate. . 
At thé sáme time the Committee thinks that 


when it would assist in the development of the 
telephone system, it having particularly in mind 
the requirements of rural districts, regarding 
which the report makes some valuable recom- 
mendations. 

In regard to organisation, it is believed that 
the report recommends that the telephone de- 

artment should have at its head a Director- 

eneral, with a special technical administration, 
and éuggests a general Administrafive Board 
under the Postmaster-General, composed of 
heads of departments, on the mode] of Sweden, 
of which the Director-General of Telephones 
would be a member. 

The Committee thinks it important that the 
administration of the telephones should be 
separated from that of the mails. 

The report points out some respects in which 
business methods might be improved, but does 
not touch upon private enterprise as against 
State management, that question being outside 
the terms of reference,

CRIME IN COUNTY DERRY. 


The Commission of Assize for County Derry 
was opened yesterday by Lord Chief Justice 
Henry and Mr. Justice Wilson. 

Addressing the Grand Jury, the Lord Chief 
Justice nid that the number of bills to go 
before them for consideration was comparatively 
small. There were only nine cases, and none of 
them presented any difficulty, while many of 
them were not serious. There were four cases 
under the recent Firearms Act of 1920, in which 
Parliament had taken steps to try and suppress 
the nuisance and danger caused by unauthorised 
persons carrying firearms. So far as the 
general report of the Constabulary was con- 
cerned there were 62 epecially reported cases 
since the Winter Assizes, and it was a rather 
serious fact that of these 62 cases 14 were cases 
of robbery and assaults with intent to rob. 
They were cases in which there was no political 
sienificance as a rule, but cases where men took 
sainae of the prevailing unrest to try and 
annex their neighbour's goods. Of these 14 
cases there were 12 where the offenders were 
still undetected. In only two had persons been 
made amenable and returned for trial. There 
were 17 malicious injury cases—a peculiarly 
obnoxious form of crime, involving as it did a 
charge upon poor people, who in many instances 
had no sympathy whatever with the perpetra- 
tors of the outrages. In none of these cases 
had criminals been made amenable. There 
were eight cases of housebreaking and three of 
burglary, so that they had under the three 
heads of robbery, burglary, and housebreakin 
consideably more than half the crime ana 
in the county. In addition to that, shortly be- 
fore the Commissioft was opened, he was in-

southern end of the county—an attack on a 
police barracks, the murder of a special con- 
stable, and the blowing: up of a bridge—ob- 
viously organised outrage, of which the great 
bulk of the people in that peaceful and law- 
i abiding county had we pts | no sympathy.

The Prime Minister has taken his decision, 
and the presence of Sir Robert Horne and Mr. 
McCurdy at Criccieth over the week-end has 
enabled him to make it known simultaneously 
to representatives of both the Coalition Parties. 
Sir Robert Horne and Mr. McOurdy will be 
back in London to-day, and it is expected that 
Sir Robert Horne will be the bearer of a written 
communication trom the Prime Minister to Mr. 
Chamberlain. 

The Prime Minister, sick in body and some- 
what sick at heart, went to Criccieth to rest 
and to wait. He awaited in particular a ratifi- 
cation by rank and file Unionists of the assur- 
ances of support, present and future, which his 
wholly friendly Unionist colleagues in the Go- 
vernment were ready to give him, and did 
actually give. Since then the Unionist leaders 
have made no public sign. The party has not 
asked the Prime Minister to stay. The Act 
from Criccieth is that ratification of the leaders’ 
assurances must be obtained. Either of two 
courses will satisfy the Prime Minister. 

There can be a party meeting formally con- 
vened by the leaders to consider a vote of confi- 
dence in the Government and in the Leader ot 
the Government, or, as an alternative, Mr. 
Lidyd George will require a vote of confidence 
from. the House of Commons. There will be 
difficulties and serious difficulties to face which- 
evér expedient is adopted.

In this purpose he does not believe that 
they will succeed; but what of the people of 
the Northern State? In his letter to Sir James 
Craig, Sir Henry Wilson adjured him to get the 
people of Great Britain on hie side. 

No official return has been made publie as to 
whether the victims of the murders are pre- 
ponderatingly Protestant and Orange, or 
Catholic and Sinn Fein. For this reason 
this country will welcome Sir Henrr 
Wilson a suegestion thet the truth should 
be made public, as it will also welcome his pro- 
posals for the drastic disarmament of the civil 
population and strict control over the import of 
arms. His reputation is a sure euarantee that 
the truth will be told, and the measures which 
he advocates for the restoration of peace car- 
ried out with absolute impartiality.

It was a new reservation which 
never had been discussed, and certainly was not 
iu the minds of the parties to the agreement. 
It was deplorable that such a demand sheuid 
be made now when the engineering trade was 
faced with a prospect of a total cessation of 
work because there wae not the a can pros- 
pect of getting orders, and the shipbuilding in- 
dustry was paralysed. The attitude of the 
Associated Engineering Union in this particular 
ballot was not consistent in any way with the 
desires of the men. The evidence in his posses- 
sion from various sources showed conclusively 
that the men themselves were not in the least 
happy over the position in which they had been 
placed. It was no use coming to the House and 
talking nonsense and platitudes. . 

Those who were trying to restore the indus- 
try were having their efforts retarded and 
hindered in every way by intolerable demands, 
and trade was being killed. The Labour Purty 
misjudged the rest of the community if they 
thought that they were the only people who 
had the interests of the work people at heart. 
Employers were not so foolish as to cut their 
own throats for the sake of getting a litt! 
advantage over their work-people. All this tal’ 
about investigation was senseless. He could 
not see that a Committee could do anything 
which could not be done by men who had not 
got blinkers on, sitti down together and 
talking common-sense. investigation wouid 
not re-establish confidence and create markets 
The ballot on this question was a most extra- 
ordinary travesty of fairness and justice, and 
should be dealt with with the gloves off. One 
vf the greatest mistakes that the Government 
ever made was not to see that the ballots of 
trade uniong were conducted in an _ hones! 
manner. (Ministerial cheers.) The women and 
children always had to suffer from the results 
of these unfair ballots. The wild men of the 
unions. ought not to be allowed to ruin the 
country. 

Mr. Hopkinson said that he maintained that 
it was absurd for members of the Federation 
to put forward a claim to exercise managerial 
functions when they had already abdicated 
those functions to the Federation.

COST OF ELECTRIC CURRENT. 


It was announced at a meeting of the Dublin 
Corporation yesterday—the Lord Mayor, presid- 
ing—that the charges for electricity were about 
to be reduced by iú per cent. 

Mr. L. Raul, chairman, Electricity Supply and 
Public Lighting Committee. moved the con- 
firmation of a report recommendmg reductions 
in the rates of charges for electricity. 

Mr. P. 7. Daly inquired if the report dealt 
with slot meters and quarterly meters, or only 
with the latter” 

Mr. Raul—You can move that the price be 
similar if you wish. We intended to do that. 

Mr. Daly then proposed that the new terms 
thould apply equally to the users of slot and 
quarterly meters. 

Mr. M. J. Moran asked if the recommenda- 
tions meant a reduction of 10 per cent. all 
round. 

Mr. Raul—Yes; and 20 per cent. for excep- 
tional lighting and power consumers. 

The motion was passed. 

OVERTIME AND LEASES. 

Arising out of a letter from the Town Clerk 
explaining various points which had been raised 
in connection with bonus and overtime pay- 
ments to Corporation officials, leave without pay 
to officials, and the condition of premises sur- 
rendered to the Corporation on the expiration of 
leases, 

Mr. P. T. Daly said that one of their officials 
had been absent for six months, and that 
another official had been paid bonus and over- 
time for discharging his duties. That seemed 
to show that there must be one official too 
many. 

In connection with the payment of overtime 
to heads of departments, he urged that these 
payments were claimed in order to render im- 
possible the holding of evening meetings of the 
Corporation. As to the reappointment of a 
temporary engineer in the Burough Surveyor’s 
Department, he objected to duplication. y 
had had many applications from young engineers, 
saying that all they wanted was experience 
and that they did not want any salary. Yet 
when the end of the quarter came they found 
that these young engineers had n paid. 

Regarding the surrender of leases, or of pre- 
mises held on lease from the Corporation, he 
believed that there was a covenant in 
leases that the property must. be given back in 
good condition. He wanted to know why those 
covenants were not fulfilled by wealthy publi- 
cans and others. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark said that the heads 
of departments having from £500 to. £1,000 a 
year were paid overtime at the rate of time-and- 
a-half. It was, in his opinion, unreasonable that 
an official with a salary of £1,000 a year should 
be paid overtime because he had to attend 
some meetings in the evening. Certainly he 
flid not think that the members of the Council 
realised that these officials who were being 
paid enormous salaries when called upon to 
attend an evening meeting, were paid overtime 
at the rate of time-and-a-half. Their working 
week was only 38 hours. He moved that no 
overtime be paid to the heads of departments. 

The Lord Mayor said that there was an 


‘order on the books to pay overtime, and until 


thet was deleted on notice, the overtime must 
be paid. 

Mr. Lynch said thet it was news to him 
to know that there had been night mectin 
of committees. A resolution passed in March, 
1920, requested the Lord Mayor to call meet- 
ings of the Council for 7 p.m. He would like 
to know why that could not be done in the 
future”? 

A SCANDAL. | 

The Lord Mayor said that there was no 
peason why it should not be done in the future. 
Be had not done it im the past for the safety 
@ his colleagues, but he saw no reason now 
why meetings should not be held at night. 

As to the leases, he thoucht that it was a 
scandal that when Corporation leases fell in, 
instead of the houses being in a habitable con- 
dition, they were often completely in ruins.

After further discussion, the Estates and 
Finance Committee was instructed to take steps 
to prevent any repetition of the matters com- 
plained of, particularly in connection with the 
surrender of leases.

THE BORDER MENACE. 


TO THE SOITOR OF THE IRISH TITRA 
Sin,—It is difficult to believe that any serious 
student of irish affairs now fails to see aimóst 
inevitable “border” fighting. Deep as the 
differences may be between the Free State and 
Republican Parties, their rea: danger is that 
their absorbing discussion serves as an effective 
ke-screen, concealing the edge of the 
recipice upon the Nórthern frontier. Are we 
go over it; into the bloody whiripool of 
religious civil war, without a clear note of 
authoritative warnt , without a supreme and 
organised effort to prevent this immeasurable 
disaster ? 

There are three agencies whose instant and 
energetic intervention is essential. First, there 
is the Irish Press. Without the organised and 
united intervention of our responsible news- 
papers of all parties the public imagination and 
the public conscience cannot be stirred to 
effective action. Once educated and awakened, 
public opinion wid simply, at the peril of their 
political lives, foree Griffith and Craig and de 
Valera into consultation, and keep the door 
locked upon them until the essential formula of 
peace hae been produced. 

_Secondiy, | venture—as an unrepentant Na- 
tionalist—to implore Nationalists, whatever 
their particular momentary label, uot to nurse 
the belief that '' Ulster” is bluffing this time. 
The first serious military operation upon the 
Free State border will instantly sweep away 
what remains of restraining influences in the 
six counties. Ulster will “see red” and her 
recruits will pour into the fighting line. Not 
only so, Ning external reinforcements—the extent 
of which is now incaleulable—will be forthcom- 
ing. At all events, let Nationalists realise these 
things as possibilities even if they disagree with 
me as to their probability. If they feel that 
Ulster, in the last resort, must be fought—and 
have made an earnest effort to measure the 
consequences—then probabiy there is nothing 
more to be said.

religious liberty’’ in Belfast. The time— 
to be reckoned in days—yet re- 

the Southern Protestants may 

appe ally or feebly, but in a great 
and passionate ¢(ry-—-to the tens of thousa of 
men of good-will in Ulster to unite and say 
that the unspeakable crime of organised 
fratricide shall be forbidden. The hours are 
ebbing fast in which the appeal may be ‘made, 
in the name of Christ and His teaching, that 
women and chi.dren shall be protected from the 
indescribable horrors of war—that the bond of 
union may yet be found between our citizeng of 
every county and every creed in an effort to 
upply the elementary principles of the Sermon 
on the Mount to our distracted and bleeding 


We can only fail to make such a plea at our 
ES We owe it as a matter of ordinary 
ecency to our Catholic fellow-citizens who have 
so steadily refused to visit the sins of Ulster 
upon us. We owe it to our own eelf-respect. 
But our overwhelming peril is the possible re- 
flection that, having failed, we may have to live 
in the knowledge that we might have steered

DESTRUCTION OF TREES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Although the public mind is at present 
chiefly concerned with constitutional questions, 
may I ask the attention of your readers to a 
matter ler, but still pressing, . im- 
a, gs I refer to the damage that is baing 

one to our countryside through the disfigure- 
ment of our glens and hillsides by the cutting 
down of trees. Without travelling further than 
the slopes of the Dublin Mountains and through 
the north of County Wicklow, one will see lerge 
spaces in. which beautiful forest trees have re- 
cently been cut down, leaving ghastly stretches 
of rugged stumps on spaces which were the 
charm and pride of our land. No efforts, ap- 
parently, are being made at replanting. 

I suppose that the legal owners of the timber 
thus removed are within their legal rights in 
sacrificing the beauty of their neighbourhood 
for money; but has the nation no rights in the 
matter? Is not the beauty of our country a 
national asset? If precedent is required to 
restrain this destruction by law, is there not a 
good one in the legal preservation of ancient 
monuments, now under the care of the Board 
of Works? Formerly, many an old church or 
castle of historic interest was used as a quarry 
to build a farmhouse or a boundary wall. The 
law now, in such buildings as are so reserved, 
makes this illegal. Has not the public as good 
a right to have the natural beauties of the 
lend preserved ? 

In some countries the woods and forests are 
by law conserved, and when trees are necessarily 
cut down it is obligatory to plant others to 
replace them. When lands in Ireland were 
transferred to their occupiers by purchase, 
mineral and sporting rights were, I believe, 
generally reserved. If the Parliament that 
those statutes had taken the trouble to 
preserve the trees for the nation, the present 
injury would not have occurred to the same 
extent. May we hope that public attention will 
be directed to this question, and that our new 
Legislature, when it gets to work, will promptly 
pass some well-considered measure to stop this 
national calamity ?—Yours, etc.,
